KING CHULALONGKORN WAS 
WORLD’S MOST MARRIED MAN 


Late Monarch of Siam Had Fully Six Hundred Wives, and at Least 
As Many Children—Eleven Sons Were Educated in European 
Universities—Floating Glass Palace.

King Chulalongkorn ‘of Siam, who 
has just died, was probably the most 
wmarried aman in the iworld. He shad 
fully six hundred wives, and ‘at least 
asmmany children, 

‘He was entitled Half Brother of the 
Sun, Brother of the ‘Moon, Arbiter of 
the Ebb and Flow of the Tides, and 
Lord of the Golden Umbretla. 

The King was a comparatively en- 
lightened momarch. He had eleven of 
his sons edweated in the universities 
of the leading European countries, He 
reformed the army and navy of ‘his 
coumry according to modern stand- 
ards. He established courts of law and 
x civilized administration. He travel- 
cd widely and was thoroughly familiar 
with rhe cad antages and disadvantages 
of modern European civilization, 

In spite of his appreciat tion of many 
of the features of JEuropean civiliza- 
ton, he was firmly attached to the an- 
cient Oriental institution of polygamy 
and the subordination of women. He 
was familiar with domestic conditions 
in Turope. 

"The King had at his capital, Bang- 
kok, one of the most gorgeous palaces 
on earth, Tt avas really a city, and con 
cained over five thousand people. Tt 
was a palace within a paiace, the in- 
ner being separated from the outer Dy 
a high wall. The inner palace was the 
abode of the women, and into it 19 
European many was ever allowed 0 
enter,

The wives live all together im vast 
barracks. Only those of high rank 
are ever permitted to go out of the 
royal enclosure, ‘Their greatest happi- 
ness in life was a glimpse of ‘their 
royal master, No wife was ever per- 
mitted to aproach ithe King without]!

The King of Siam’s «vives were 
mostly trained dancers. They per- 
formed elaborate symbolienl dances 
repres senting ancient legends of the 
history of “the country. ‘They wore 
kuaint costumes, breeches and gold 
headdresses. These performances 
sometimes lasted for days, and ‘took 
the place of she dama of other 
countries 
might nsk his wife to play or sing for 
him, ‘the King of Siam would ask a 
hundred of this wives to dance for him. 
Vaus che made them do something for 
their keep. 

Floating Palace of Glass. 

The King of Siam built a beautifal | 
flozting palace of glass, which die kept 
on the lake in this grounds. When the 
weather was very ‘hot he would tnke 
scme portion of his harem and stink 
with itin the floating palace to the 
bottom of ‘the Jake. There i it was de- 
lightfully cool and quiet. 

No one knows just how many chil- 
dren he ‘had. ‘The number has been 
placed as ‘high as one thousand, He 
sent eleven of them, all nearly of an 
age, to be educated in Europe, but 
they were sons of wives of thigh rank 
only. : - 

Mine. Jomelli, a distinguished 
Trench operatic ‘prima donna, who 
was invited, to visit the King’s palace, 
relates that she saw the ‘house where 
the King’s dead children were buried: 

“They were placed in litt Je sealed 
eclls, owe above the other, just like so 
mnny letter boxes, and upon each was 
the name and date of birth and death 
of the infant. TI counted one hundred 
and ten dittle niches.” : 

The King took care of all the wid- 
ows of his predecessors, and thus it 
will ‘be understood why the marem, 
numbered about five thousand per 
sons. 


Prettiest for the King. 
Every town and village in the king- 
dom sent its most. beautiful maiden 
every year to the King's harem. He 
had also twenty wives of the first

Judge Pictures Penalty. 

In sentencing Welcome Judge Ka- 
vanagh said:

“You compelled your own wife :o 
make public commerce of ‘her soul for 
your gain. When she ‘sought to escape 
you shot her. f+ wasn’t your fault she 
lived, and you, in fact, then killed an- 
other woman who was anaking ‘her 
cleanly, useful way in the world.

(QUEER TRIBE OF ABORIGINES 


STILL LIVING IN STONE AGE 


Discovered by Dutch Explorer 
In New Guinea—Mutilation 
is Practical. 


THEY WEAR NO CLOTHING 


Live With Their Pigs in Tiny 
Huts Ten Feet From 
the Ground. 


Dr. Hi A. Lorentz, a Dutch explor- 
er, the first white man to penetrate 
into the mysterious tentral snow 
range of New Guinea, has returne: to 
[Europe with a thrilling story of ad- 
venture among a strange people. 

The explorer discovered a myster- 
ious mountain tribe, who, with their 
pigs, lived in little huts raised wn 
fect from the ground, into which both 
the people and animals climbed by 
way of notched boards. 

Describing his discovery 
tribe, Dr. Lorentz says: 

“Our first encounter with these un- 
known natives occurred carly one 
morning. We were walking n single 
file through the twilight shades of the 
great forest when we heard mysteri- 
ous calls which we at once attributed 
to human beings. Suddenly a small 
band of savages, all armed with bows 
and arrows and stone axes ran out 
from the jungle, and, to our surprise 
approached us with hands outstretech- 
ed, offering us sweet potatoes as a 
sign of friendship. 

Talked By Signs 

“Of course none of us had the least 
knowledge of their language, or the 
remotest idea of what they attempted 
to say to us, but they made signs 
which made it clear that they wanted 
us to accompany them to their vil- 
lage. On our arrival in their village, 
the people performed a curious cere- 


of this 


mony, by which they made us blood 
brothers. They sacrificed a pig, and 
smeared each of us on the forchead 
with the creature’s blood. This prov- 
ed a somewhat awkward attention in 
the case of our Mohammedan soldiers, 
but at my earnest request they final- 
ly agreed to submit, provided that we 
allowed them immediately afterwards 
to undergo ceremonial warning. 

“These people lived in little huts, all 
of which were raised about ten feet 
from the ground, access being obtain- 
ed by a notched pole. These little 
huts we found to be divided into two, 
one half being used for domestic ani- 
nuils—mostly pigs, who, presumably, 
also climbed the rough ladder—and 
the other half by the people them- 
selves. ‘These natives are not dwarfs 
at all, and are certainly not the same 
race as those encountered by Captain 
Rawling to the westward. We notic- 
ed that some of the women had the 
middle finger of theleft hand cut off, 

Live in the Stone Age 

“We had no means of discovering 
the meaning of this, although it was 
clear that the mutilation was made 
during youth and not in their quite 
early days, all the children having 
their hands intact. Many of the men, 
too, had the upper portion of one of 
their cars removed. Unlike all Pap- 
pan tribes IT have met, they were en- 


tirely free from skin disease. ‘They 
live in the Stone Age. I noticed 
several curious things about these 


people, none of them wore a stitch 
of clothing. While the tribes on the 
coast never smoke, these mountain 
people grow tobacco, which they 
smoke in their pipes.” 5 

After overcoming tremendous nat- 
ural obstacles, Dr. Lorentz penetrated 
into the mysterious Snow Mountains, 
and ascended a peak 15,500 feet high, 
which he named after Queen Wilhel- 
mina,
